REPORT ON RELIGIOUS LITERATURE. 

Our acquaintance with others — with their plans and purposes, 
with their failures and success — is measured by our personal inter- 
course, conversation and reading. Dark indeed must be the dwell- 
ing place of that man, woman or child on the American continent 
to-day whose life, liberty and pursuit of happiness is not touched 
by the power of the printing press. The value of the religious 
press can not be overestimated as a medium of mental, moral and 
spiritual education. It is not simply a news factory, but is proving 
itself to be a most effective means to unite churches in doctrine and 
sentiment. It is not content with telling what has been done, but 
also tells how the laborers in our Master’s vineyard have been work- 
ing and gaining success. To satisfy our cravings for good news 
from Christian laborers at home and abroad, we must have our relig- 
ious newspaper to inform us. Every Baptist family ought to take 
one or more religious papers in order to acquaint themselves with 
our denominational enterprises. We must become a reading peo- 
ple before we can catch, the spirit and sympathy of our denomina- 
tional work. We never can be stirred up to any enthusiasm in the 
various methods of our evangelizing the world until we fully under- 
stand their workings; therefore, to that end we recommend the 
Biblical Recorder, North Carolina Baptist , Charity and Children, 
Foreign Mission Journal and the Baptist.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

We feel that one of the greatest works of our churches in the 
past has been that of elevating the standard of temperance and put- 
ting down drunkenness, but the work has just begun, for drunken- 
ness, followed by crime, still exists in our land. 

About 90 per cent of the crimes in our country is caused, directly 
or indirectly, by strong drink. Public sentiment against the great 
evil of intemperance is growing and should continue to grow until 
it is driven from our land. The public laws of our country are suffi- 
cient, and if we, as Christians and citizens, will do opr duty in see- 
ing that the law is put in force, we will, by so doing, greatly aid 
in the cause of temperance, and the morality and intelligence of our 
people will be greatly elevated. Now, brethren, let’s join hands and 
work together until intemperance, in the drink habit, exists among 
us no more.

Rev. J. V. Devenney read the following 

REPORT ON EDUCATION. 

I. General Education . — The people of the South, and especially 
those of our own State, are coming to realize, as never before, the 
importance of educating all the children of all classes. The convic- 
tion- is finding expression in the building and improvement of 
school-houses, the making of provisions for longer terms for the 
public schools and a quickening of interest in educational matters 
among the whole people. The Baptist denomination, emphasizing 
as it does, liberty of conscience and individual responsibility to 
Almighty God, must ever stand in the forefront of all movements, 
having for their aim the uplifting and development of the masses. 

We record with much satisfaction the untiring efforts put forth in 
recent years by our own people in behalf of general education, and 
we rejoice at the results already achieved. 

II. High Schools . — While conceding the right and duty of the 
State to provide common school education for all the people, we 
must regard the various Christian denominations as in duty bound 
to make provisions for the higher education of their own adherents, 
and exert a positive influence in such education. For tnis purpose 
some of our sister Associations have established and are maintain- 
ing Associational High Schools. Your committee would therefore 
^recommend that a Special Committee consi sting of fi ve or mor e . 
"brethren be appointedaT~tIm~present sessio n, of ~our~bo3y whose duty 
it shall be to carefully and as thoroughly as- possible canvass the 
Situation and report at our next session, the wisdom and expediency 
of establishing and endowing a denominational high school for this 
Association alone or for this in connection with one or more neigh- 
boring Associations. 

III. Our Colleges . — We note with much pleasure the continued 
prosperity and gratifying attendance at Wake Forest College and the 
Baptist Female University. The number of young men at Wake 
Forest is now larger than at this season in any year of her history. 
Several of these are from our own bounds. This noble old college 
with all her magnificent past history seems just entering upon her 
grand career of usefulness. 

Our Female University has been compelled to turn away from her 
doors for lack of room more than 40 girls who desired to enter this 
year. Although greatly hampered by debt, this excellent institution 
is rapidly growing in both efficiency and favor. 

We can heartily commend these institutions to all our young men 
and young women desiring the advantages of a thorough, classical 
training under the best of Christian influences. 

IV. Ministerial Education . — One of the fundamental alms of the 
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Baptist State Convention, of which we are a constituent part, is the 
aiding of young men, called of God and approved by their respec- 
tive churches, in securing the necessary educational training to fit 
them for efficient work in the gospel ministry. 

The Board of Education is now assisting 40 young men at Wake 
Forest College with others to come in later. Of this number two are 
from the Kings Mountain Association. For some reason the amounts 
given by our churches to this object have been rather meager, sev- 
eral churches not reporting anything last year. The need for an 
educated ministry is becoming more imperative as the years go by. 
God is still calling poor boys from the field or mill or shop to preach 
His gospel. Should we not increase our gifts to this object? We 
would most earnestly recommend that every church take a collec- 
tion and every m’ember make a contribution to this cause at some 
time during the coming year.

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 

It was to do State mission work that our Convention was 
brought into being. Seventy-three years ago our fathers saw that 
the destitution in North Carolina could never be supplied with- 
out some organized effort. A little had been done in the way of 
State mission work by the Chowan and one or two other Associa^- 
tions, but there had been no well organized, systematic effort to 
plant Baptist churches all over our State until the organization 
of the Convention in 1830. It was around this idea that our Con- 
vention was built and State missions has been the cord binding 
our people together through all the years since. 

It is making a moderate estimate to say that since the inaugu- 
ration of the State mission work at least thirty-five thousand souls 
have been brought to Christ through the preaching of our mis- 
sionaries. This is one of the direct results of State mission work. 
It will be seen that one out of five of the Baptists in the State to- 
day were won to Christ by the efforts of our State missionaries. 

Many of our strongest churches were at one time beneficiaries of 
our Board. Mission, churches were planted at important points 
in the State, which, in course of tim’e, grew to be self-sustaining, 
and are now pouring their streams of beneficence into the treasury 
of our Convention. If every church in the State' which has at 
some time in its history been aided by the Board were blotted 
out to-day, we would be but a feeble folk in North Carolina. 

Though much has been done, very much yet remains to be done. 
Because of the industrial development in our State the burden 
on State missions is greater than ever before. Railroads are being 
pushed into new territory and towns are springing up along 
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these lines of road. People are moving from the country into these 
new towns and must have the Gospel given them by a missionary 
of the Board or many of them will be forced to do without Baptist 
preaching. The factory problem means more than we can realize 
to our State mission work. Every new cotton mill which is built 
is a loud call for State mission work. 

VVe are operating this year on a basis of $25,000, but the time 
for enlargement is upon us. We could easily use $50,000 next year. 
We ought by all means to lay out the work for next year on a basis 
of $30,000. Nothing short of this will meet the very pressing 
necessities which are upon, the Board. Will not every church 
determine to take a part in the great work of “lengthening our 
cords and strengthening our stakes”? To do this we must enlarge 
our contributions to State missions.

REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 

There is no part of our work m'ore important than home mis- 
sions. Slate missions mears much for North Carolina, and what 
State missions is to our State, home missions is to the Southern 
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States. The work of home missions is growing and your com- 
mittee would emphasize the importance of enlarging our contri- 
butions to our Home Board. The growing demand at home and 
abroad and the conquest of the world for our Master require a 
great increase of contributions to this work. We would call atten- 
tion to the great work that is being done in the cities of our 
Southern States among the foreign population, and also the vast 
amount of work that has been done in Cuba and Porto Rico; but 
yet there remains much to be done and the Board needs our help. 

Another part of our home mission work is the mountain region 
of our Southern States. There has been much done in these des- 
titute places; but still there is much yet to be done, and the fields 
are white already unto the harvest. Let Southern Baptists “go up 
at once and jjossess the land, for we are well able to overcome it.” 

Now, brethren, for the sake of saving the souls of dying men 
and women, let all the churches of this Assaciation come up to the 
hfelp of the Lord and in so doing we shall be fulfilling the com- 
mand of our blessed Lord, who said “You shall be witnesses of 
Me beginning at Jerusalem.”

Your committee appointed to report on foreign missions beg 
leave to submit the following: 

We believe that foreign missions is the base rock on which all 
missions rest; that it was the first mission and that it originated 
in heaven; that the first band that was organized was organized 
in heaven and the first missionary was the Lord Himself and that 
He was a foreign missionary. 

For God sent His Son, not to condemn the world, but that the 
world through Him might be saved. 

Out of foreign missions was established the other missions; 
therefore, as God sent His Son, so Christ came and sent out His 
disciples, and, therefore, every Christian should be a missionary 
to some one else. This work has grown so that now we have mis- 
sionaries in South China, Central China, North China, Africa, 
Italy, Brazil, Mexico and Japan who are all doing faithful work. 

Last conventional year we had 127 missionaries and 192 native 
helpers. Baptisms, 1,790. 

Last year the Southern Baptists gave $218,512.62, and still the 
call comes over to us for more missionaries. The call has been 
so great that the Southern Convention has made the basis of their 
work this year $300,000. Therefore, your committee recommend 
that we increase our contributions to foreign missions this year.

brethren and sisters — the grandest and noblest work that ever 
called forth the sympathies of Christian people. 

This Orphanage has no endowment and is supported entirely by 
voluntary contributions. We have now 2G0 orphans, and before 
* another session of this Association is held, through the liberality 
of a few of our philanthropic brethren whom God has blessed 
with abundant means, the number will probably be increased to 
400. It is a self-evident proposition that this large increase in 
numbers demands a corresponding increase in contributions. The 
Apostle James tells us that pure and undefiled religion consists in 
visiting the fatherless in their affliction. The Master, Plimself, 
says: “Inasmuch as ye did it unto the least if these, ye did it 
unto Me."

Your committee is 
of the opinion that the membership of our churches are hindering 
the progress of the coming Kingdom by failing to give the pastors 
an adequate support. It is further the sense of this committee that 
no class of men have as great demand made upon them while re- 
ceiving such small remuneration. The workman is worthy of his 
hire. 

We, therefore, recomm’end to the delegates attending this Asso- 
ciation to see to it that our hard-worked pastors are properly 
cared for.

Rev. D. F. Putnam read the report on digest of church letters, 
as follows — viz.: 

The Association is composed of thirty-seven churches, having a 
membership of 6,523; 418 baptisms are reported, a total gain of 
230 over last year. There was raised this year $5,586.00 for pas- 
tors salary, an increase of $772.04 over preceding year; buPding 
and repairing, $1,689.26, a decrease of $722; for minutes fund, 
$38 58 an increase of $3.27; for State missions, $392.09, $57.02 less 
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than was reported last year; for home missions, $308, against 
$71.70; foreign missions, $383.50, against $42.42 over last report; 
for ministerial education, $5G.28, a loss of $23.11; for Orphanage, 
$245.63, $19.33 less than last year; for old ministers, $46.78, 
against $57.54 last year; for the poor, $137.40; for colleges, $153.15; 
other objects, $700.40; for Sunday school expenses, $240; inci- 
dental, $359.08, a grand total of $10,239.50; a net loss of $745.70. 
This loss is accounted for on the line building. There has been 
an increase in our general lines of work. Sixteen of the churches 
have made an increase in pastors salary. Most of the churches 
have made an increase in missions, but a few noticeable failing 
offs are observed. Three churches report nothing for pastor’s 
salary. Four have decreased in. this particular. 

A majority of our churches make contributions to all the ob- 
jects which we are supporting. 

We note that there are 3,2S2 enrolled in the Sunday school. All 
but three report Sunday schools. We not that there is still a very 
manifest degree of carelessness shown in keeping records of work 
and reporting same to the Association. It is, therefore, impossible 
for your committee to make accurate reports of all moneys raised. 
It is to be regretted that some churches report no pastors salary, 
and other objects for which they make contributions are not given 
in their letters. Let us suggest that pastors and clerks observe 
and report all funds to the Association. Let us bring the people 
to the flag.

CONSTITUTION. 

We, the united Baptist churches of Jesus Christ, located partly 
’in the States of North Carolina and South Carolina, having all 
been immersed upon a profession of our faith in Christ, propose to 
maintain the order and rules of an Association according to the 
following plans: 

Akticle 1. This Association shall be known by the name of the 
King’s Mountain Baptist Association. 

2. This Association shall be composed of such members as shall 
be chosen and recommended by the churches in union. 

3. Other churches may become members of this Association by 
their delegates presenting certificates of their appointment, pro- 
vided on examination they be found orthodox. 

4. The Association shall organize by electing a Moderator, Clerk 
and Treasurer, who shall hold their appointments until another 

election, unless displaced by the body. 

5. This Association, as an act of Christian courtesy, may invite 
ministers of our denomination to seats with us in council. 

6. This Association, when convened, shall be governed by a reg- 
ular and proper decorum, which they are authorized to form for 
themselves. 

7. This Association hath an inalienable right to judge what 
churches shall be admitted to its confederacy. 

8. The Association thus formed shall be regarded by us only in 
the light of an advisory council, with no coercive power “to lord it 
over God’s heritage.” 

9. This Association shall have power to withdraw from any 
church in its connection that shall hold corrupt doctrine or indulge 
in sinful or vicious practices. 

10. Every church in union having a membership not exceeding 
fifty in number shall be entitled to a representation of two dele- 
gates and one additional delegate for every increase of fifty over 
that number. 

11. The primary object of this Association shall be “to strive for 
the unity of the Spirit in the bonds of peace” amongst the churches, 
the employment of domestic missionaries and to keep up the statis- 
tical accounts of the churches in its connection, and, finally, to 
concentrate our efforts for the advancement of the Redeemer’s 
kingdom on earth and for the deposition of the works of darkness. 

12. None but the members of this bodv shall be allowed a vote 
in its councils, and a majority shall decide in disposing of and set- 
tling all business that may constitutionally come before them. 

13. This Association in. all cases disclaims the right, in its asso- 
ciate capacity, to settle church difficulties; but when a division 
occurs and two parties equally claim to be the church, and repre- 
sent themselves by letter and delegates, this Association shall have 
the right to decide at the first or some future meeting of its body 
thereafter, which party shall be recognized as the constitutional 
church and entitled to a seat in council. 

14. The minutes of the Association shall be read each day and 
corrected, if need be, by the bodv, end when the business shall be 
gone through with, signed by the Moderator and Clerk before the 
Association rises. 

15. Anv artie’e of this Constitution may he altered or nm’ended 
at anv an^^al meeti n g bv a. majority of two-thirds of the delegates 
present voting for the same. 
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RULES OF DECORUM. 

1. The Association shall be opened and closed by prayer. 

2. The Moderator shall be dcem'ed a judge of order, and shall have 
a right to call to order at any time; also it shall be his duty to see 
that the Rules of Order are attended to; to take the opinion of the 
Association on all questions properly brought before the body. 

3. Any member not being satisfied with his decision on any point 
of order may appeal to the Association on the same day the de- 
cision is made, but at no other time. 

4. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a regular record of 
the transactions of the Association. 

5. But one person shall speak at a time, and he shall rise to his 
feet and obtain leave of the Moderator, and when he has done 
speaking he shall sit down, and shall not speak more than twice 
on the same question nor. more than twenty minuces at a tim’e, 
unless he obtain permission of the Association. 

6. The ‘Moderator, when addressed for leave of speech, shall 
signify the same by naming of them, or otherwise. 

7. No member shall be interrupted while speaking, unless he 
depart from the subject on hand, or use words of personal reflec- 
tion, or with a view of calling to order for some particular pur- 
pose. Any motion made and seconded shall come under the con- 
sideration of the Association, except withdrawn by him who 
made it. 

8. Every case taken up by the Association shall be decided first 
before another is offered. 

9. When anything is taken up by the Association, after allowing 
time for debate, the Moderator shall put the question, and those 
in favor of the thing proposed shall say “aye” and those opposed to 
it shall say “nay,” and the Moderator shall procure the decision. 

10. No person being a member shall depart the service of the 
Association without leave. 

11. The appellation of “Brother” shall be used in our addresses 
to each other. 

12. The names of the members shall be called as often as neces- 
sary. 

13. No member shall be indulged in any qractice that has a ten- 
dency to interrupt in the time of a public speech, or any other 
practice that would dishonor the Association. 

14. The Moderator shall be entitled to the same privilege of 
speech as any other member, provided he appoints some other 
member to his seat while he is speaking, but shall not vote unless 
the Association be equally divided, then he shall give the casting 
vote. 

15. Any person breaking these rules of order shall be reproved 
at the discretion of the Association, but only on the day the breach 
was made. 
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ABSTRACT OF PRINCIPLES. 

1. We believe in one only true and living God — the Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost — three in one. 

2. We believe that the Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments 
are the Word of God, and the only true rule of faith and practice. 

3. We believe in the doctrine of original sin. 

4. We believe in man’s impotency to recover himself from' the 
fallen state he is in by nature, by his own free will and holiness. 

5. We believe in the doctrine of Election, through sanctification 
of the Spirit and belief of the Truth. 

6. We believe that sinners are justified in the sight of God, only 
by the merit of Jesus Christ. 

7. We believe the saint shall persevere in grace, and not finally 
fall away. 

8. We believe that baptism and the Lord’s Supper are ordinances 
of Jesus Christ, and that true believers who have been immersed 
upon a profession of faith are the only proper subjects of the 
Lord’s table. 

9. We believe in the resurrection, of the dead, and general judg- 
ment. 

10. We believe that the joys of the righteous and the punishment 
of the wicked will be eternal. 

11. We believe that no minister has a right to the administration 
of the ordinances, only such as has been called of God, as was 
Aaron, and regularly baptized and approved by the church, and 
come under the imposition of hands by a Presbytery.
